MONKOK DOCTRINE. 


The report comes from Washington 


that the government is preparing to 
defend the interests of Americans in 
Brazil, and determined that no foreign 
power shall interfere in the war now 
being waged agambt each other by 
rival factions in that republic. The 
administration is aroused and it in- 
tends to enforce the Monroe doctrine. 
It is believed that the revolutionists) 
are being aided by Great Britain aud 
perhaps other monarchal nations. It 
is said that British ships have been 
supplying Admiral Mello's fleet with 
meat, and probably with monitions of 
war, and that the intention is, if the 
present republic IH overthrown, to re- 
establish a monarchy. 


While the United States government 


will not interfere in the struggle be- 
tween the rival factions, now contend- 
ing for supremacy, it will not permit 
any foreign power to setup a monarchy 
in Brazil. The cruiser^San Francisco, 
with Admiral Beiihum on board, has 
been ordered to Rio de Janeiro, and 
the cruiser New l'<irk and the monitor 
Miantouomah have been ordered by 
the Kavy Department to get ready for 
sea. Though the department refuses 
te give information as to the destina- 
tion of those vessels it is believed they 
will bo soat to Rio. 


If the government is determined to 


adhere to the Monroe doctrine it will 
not permit European interference in 
Brazilian polities and to be consistent 
it must tell European powers to keep 
their hands off Hawaii as well as Bra- 
zil, as the latter, though two thousand 
miles from the United States, is nearer 
the American continent than any 
other.

LAW. 


South Carolina controls the sale of 


liquor within the State. Under the 
Dispensatory act the State officials 
regulate the sale of liquor. No license 
is issued to any one and dispensatories 
are established where liquors are sold 
in quantity by officials, but no drink- 
ing is permitted on the premises. Every 
package has the Government stamp on 
it. The State Supreme Court has de- 
cided the act constitutional, and heavy 
penalties are imposed for infractions of 
the law. 


Recently an effort was made to get 


the Supreme Court of the United States 
to pass upon the constitutionality of 
the law. The case was taken up on a 
writ of habeas corpus to release a State 
official who had seized a barrel of 
liquor held by a receiver appointed by 
u local court.

COLOKAIJO 
CONVJSMTION. 


A convention composed of over 600 


delegates from all parts of Colorado 
met in Denver Thursday. Governor 
Waxte was pre&eut by invitation and 
promi°od to give careful consideration 
to any reasons that might be advanced 
against calling a special session of the 
Legislature, as proposed by him. Ees- 
olutions were adopted against an 
extra session, the general opinion being 
that it would do more harm than good. 


The convention declared that the 


State had almost entirely recovered- 
from the panic and while it had been 
most grievously -nounded by the de- 
monetization of silver, other resources, 
such as gold and coal mines and agri- 
culture, were developing wonderfully. 


It is not likely, in the face of the 


general opposition, that the Governor 
will call an extra session of the Legis- 
lature, as he proposed to do. It is be- 
lieved that it could accomplish no 
good and would be increasing the bur- 
den of expense for nothing. 


THE Gazette Punlmhuig Compn,iy claims 


to have had knowledge tor several 
months of a conspiracy to annex Utah 
to Nevada. As no other newspaper in 
this State had such knowledge, the in- 
ference is that some member of the 
Publishing Company was in league with 
the conspirators. The Company col- 
lectively, or it may be only a member 
of it, admits vhat it denied some time 
ago, that the consent of the people of 
Nevada must be obtained before the 
union can be consummated. 


' EVERY man of the wool-growers of 
Nevada made a determined fight against 
the Silver ticket a year ago. Now Con- 
gressman Newlands, in a letter to Sec- 
retary Turrittin of the Wool-Growers' 
Association, says he will use every hon- 
orable means in his power to have such 
legislation enaoted as will continue to 
protect so important an industy as 
wool-growing, proving that the opposi- 
tion of the wool-growers to the Silver 
party was without cause. 


THE overstocked market at Fall City

PKIXOTO A PRISONER. 


Start HUB Report* From Brail. 


PEBXAMBCCO, December 22.—Startling 


rumors have reached here from various 
sources which lend an air of credalty 
to them, to the effect that the Intur- 
gent fleet at Eio Janeiro, after two days' 
desultory fighting, made a determined 
attack in force and captured the city. 
It is added that President Peixoto re- 
signed in favor of Admiral Mello, and 
that Peixoto is a prisoner. Though 
this is the general rumor, it is right to 
add that the people of Pernambuco do 
not credit it. The correspondent was 
unable to obtain replies to messages 
sent south, and messages from the As- 
sociated Press correspondent at Rio 
are apparently; intercepted, lending 
color to the belief that something ex- 
traordinary has happened. 


DOUBTED AT WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, 
December 22. — The 


Government has received no advices 
indicating the capture of Rio Janeiro, 
though it has been believed for some 
time that Peixoto was losing ground 
and liable to serious reverses at any 
time. 
Officials are inclined to think 


that if decisive results have been 
reached Captain Picking would have 
been heard from. 


At the Brizilian Legation the report 


was doubted, but the ordinary daily 
message had not been received, and 
apparently something had occurred to 
delay it. 


DISCREDITED AT LONDON. 


LONDON, December 22.—The reports 


that Rio Janeiro has surrendered to the 
Insurgents is not credited here. In- 
quiry at the office or the Eastern Tele- 
graph Company .elicits the information 
that cable traffic with Rio Janeiro is 
proceeding as usual.

The Minority of the Ways and Means I 


Committee Report Against It. 


The minority report of the Ways and 


Means Committee, prepared by Reed. 
Payne, Burrows, Dalzell, Hopkins and 
Gear, says: 


"The most surprising thing about 


this bill is the fact that this proposi- 
tion to raise revenues for 1893, which 
is only $2,000,000 above expenses. This 
fact and the fact that by this bill the 
larger part of the burden of taxation is 
transferred 
from 
foreigners 
and 


brought to our own citizens, should 
always be kept in mind. Had the com- 
mittee followed the uncompromising 
declaration of the party and abolished 
protection, giving us a tariff for revenue 
only, our task in commenting upon the 
results of the committee's efforts would 
have been more simple. 


So far, however, has the committee 


departed from the demands of their 
National Convention that we are much 
tempted to borrow a phrase from, their 
own platform and designate the bill as 
a "cowardly makeshift," were it not 
that the result is already too serious 
for mere epithets. The committee pre- 
sented another tinkering tariff bill the 
like of which has disturbed business so 
many times during the last thirty 
years. 
" Had the bill been for revenue only, 


the people of the country mignt have 
seen at a glance whether they desired 
one policy or the other and the ques- 
tion might have been settled once and 
for all and the country attained that 
repose and stability on which our pros- 
perity so much depends." 


ENGLISH ACQUITTED. 


Brief History of Quite a. Remarkable 


Cuse. 


The Silver State has the following rel- 


ative to the case of I. B. English, whose 
second trial has resulted in his ac- 
quittal: 


After being out nearly twenty-four 


hours the jury in the English case 
came into court and announced that it 
had found a verdict of not guilty. The 
jury and defendant were then dis- 
charged, and a case which has in many 
respects been one of the most remark- 
able in the history of the county was 
ended. 


The history of the case dates from 


last February, when I. B, English shot 
and killed Fred Cady in the former's 
house near Fort McDermit. The cir- 
cumstances of the killing are familiar 
to most of our readers and need not be 
repeated. English was brought here for 
examination about ten days afterward 
and discharged by Justice Archer on 
the ground that the killing was justi- 
fied. Several months later the case 
was brought before the grand jury and 
English was indicted. He was admit- 
ted to bail and the case was tried at the 
September term of court. The jury 
found a verdict of guilty of man- 
slaughter, but the defendant moved for 
a new trial, which was granted and re 
suited in the verdict of acquittal ren- 
dered this morning, and which meets 
with public approval.

Storm Waves—January Will be Colder 


Than the Normal— Jupiter's Influ- 
ence.

ST. JOSEPH, Mo., December 22.—My 


last bulletin gave forecasts of the storm 
wave to croaa the continent from De- 
cember 21st to25tb, and 27th to 31st. 
The next will reach the Pacific Coast 
about January 1st, cross the Western 
mountains by the close of the 2d, the 
Great Central valleys from 3d to 5th 
and the Eastern States about the 6th, 
and will be followed by a cold wave. 


The warm wave w^ll cross the Western 


mountains about the 1st, the Great 
Central valleys about the 3d, and the 
Eastern States about the 5th. The 
cool wave will cross the Western Moun- 
tains about the 4th, the Great Central 
in the valleys about the 6th and the 
Eastern States about the 8th. 


January will average colder than the 


normal for the month and from the 5th 
to 20th will average colder than the re- 
mainder of the month. 
The worst 


storms will be about the 6th and 12th 
northeastern New England States, and 
21st to 25th west of the Mississippi. 


February will be full of unusual 


weather events and those desiring in- 
formation not contained in these bul- 
letins may send a stamped and ad- 
dressed envelope.

JOPITEB'S INFLUENCE. 


Astronomers all claim that Jupiter 


las great influence on the earth and 
other bodies of the solar system, but 
they are not agreed as to the exact 
nature of that influence, consequently 
hey are unable to 
forcast events 


Drought about through the electrical 
or magnetic influence of that great 
planet. 


One of the remarkable effects of what 


astronomers suppose to come from 
Jupiter's gravitational influences is that 
he has gathered about him about five 
great comets, whose time of revolution 
around the sun are known. Probably 
millions of lesser bodies are similarly 
effected by that planet, for the comets 
of space are as numerous as the fish 
of the seas. 


What is known as Jupiter's family 


of comets are those that pass around 
and near to the sun and then go off 
joward space till they reach the orbit 
of Jupiter when they paas around him 
and again return toward the sun. 


A remarkable fact about this body of 


comets is that their perihelia—points 
where they pass nearest to the sun— 
ies on the Aries side of the sun, that 
side where the earth is about Septem- 
aer 21st, which is the inside of the sun's 
orbit and seems to indicate that as the 
sun swings around its great 26,000 
rears circle the comets that have grown 
up in outer space are drawn in toward 
;he sun and as €hey attempt to return 
;o space then? slight is arrested by the 
giant planet Jupiter who seems to be 
doing outpost duty for the sun's army. 


Jupiter's attraction has been so 


powerful that he has captured five of 
;hose wild-eyed comets', preventing 
;hem from returning to the sun, and 
;hey have become members of his 
'amily of moons. He is probably pre- 
paring them for planet life when, mill- 
ons of years hence, he stall have 
grown to the stature of ,a sun and has 
aken his place as one of the millions 
of stars that compose our galaxy, our 
cluster, whose outskirts are seen in the 
milky way. 


Another evidence of Jupiter's great 


nfluence has been witnessed in its 
effect upon the movements of comets. 
!n 1884 comet Brooks passed an orbit 
:hat reached out beyond Saturn, and 
required thirty-one years to make a 
revolution. It passed very near Jupiter 
n March, 1886, and 
immediately 


changed to an orbit of forty-one years. 
Jut in October, 1886, Jupiter again 
>roke the comets orbit and changedTTt 
back to about seven years. 


Professor Wilson says that the comet 


will pass near Jupiter again in 1921, 
and its orbit will probably be again 
greatly enlarged. But why? If a com- 
t's orbit can be so greatly changed 
why not that of the earth, also ? If a 
great comet should come near to or 
trike the earth, why should it not San Francisco for some time under- 
affect the earth as Jupiter does tihe S°ing treatment for her eyes, and it is 


was originally a very great comet and 
that it was probably caught by the 
Earth as Mars has recently caught two 
very small moons, and that the five 
moons of Jupiter and eight moons of 
Saturn have been captured in the same 
way. 


But hSw are these captures consum- 


mated? What is the nature of the 
force that draws these heavenly bodies 
together and yet keeps them apart? 
Why do not the comets fall into the 
sun and the moons collide with the 
planets ? 


My theory is a practical one. At 


times the planets are more heavily 
charged with electricity than at other 
times, and then a comet coming near 
would receive a part of that charge 
which would increase its electrosphere. 
The latter is the element which, sur- 
rounding a heavenly body prevents it 
from approaching another body with 
a like electrosphere. 


When Jupiter robbed the comet of 


part of its force, its orbit was reduced, 
and when the comet received a light- 
ning like charge from Jupiter the orbit 
of the former was greatly enlarged. 


The enlargement and reduction of 


the earth's electrosphere has much to 
do with our drouths, floods, cloudy and 
clear weather, tornadoes, hurricanes, 
electric storms, auroras, earthquakes 
and the wonderful red glows in the 
upper atmosphere as seen in 1883.
